Nawa ct tha death of Captain Her- 
bert N. aogrdaa, U. 8^ A. retired officer, 
55 years old, former eomamadant at 

the University of Kentucky, who died 
at his home in San Mateo, Cal., Mon- 
day at noon, came as a great shock to 
his many friends here and to students 
whom he commanded. The message 
of his death was received by liis sons 
Halsey and Norris Royden, students 
at the University. Captain Royden's 
death came after a wtMi fltaMa due 
to cancer. 

Captain Royden is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. "Winifred Royden; live 
sons, George, Herbert and Robert of 
San Mateo and Halsey and Norris, 
students at the University; and two 
daughters, Winifred of San Mateo and 
Mrs. George McKercher of Tampa, Fla. 

Captain Royden was born in Con- 
necicut in 1S67. He was graduated 
from the United States Military Aca- 
demy at West Point, N. Y., in 1893 and 
was commissioned in the regular army. 
At the outbreak of the Spanish Ameri- 
can War he was stationed for a time 
at Fort Orgelthorpe, Ga . and later was 
transferred to the Philippines. He re- 
mained in service there for several 
year* and assisted in the capture of 
AgaiaaldO. the Phllipplno insurrecto. 
Wldla atationed in the Philippines he 
coatraetad beriberi fever, causing his 
retlraBMBt with rank of captain in 
19M. From that time until 1915 he 
waa NMNd. la IM he wae recalled 
inia lha iarrka aad for a time waa 
niifUfirtir al North Islaad.

A report on tha bills la which the 
T'niversity was Interaatad ta waa ta> 
eluded In the president'a ffifavi Than 
bills were as follows: 

A bill piving the T'nlverslty dig fight 
of eminent domain. This bill WIS pgia 
pd, was signed by tin QaVHMP* gSd 
is now In force. 

Pure seed bill. This bill was passed 
and carried an arproprlation of $8,000. 
and was vetoed by the Governor 

The food and drug bill. This bill 
provided for the establishment of food 
and drug laboratories at the Univer- 
sity and was defeated. 

Inheritance tax. This bill provided 
for a modification of the present in- 
heritance tax law. If passed It would 
have given the I'niversity about a 
hundred thousand dollars annually, 
and each of the normal schools about 
forty thousand dollars annually. 

Automobile tax bill. This was a bill 
introduced into the Legislature provl 1- 
ing for a regulation tax on automobiles. 
It was not introduced at the instanf.e 
of the University. It would have gl ^'en 
the I'nlversity about $20,000 the first 
year and $.^,00 In each succeeding 
year. This bill was i)assed and vetoed 
by the Governor. 

Evolution bill. This was the bill 
about which there has been ao maoh 
discussion. It failed of passage. 

Budget bill. This bill allowed tlx;
